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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons as set forth in a previous office 
action. In particular, Gillespie teaches that outputs of the arithmetic unit 16 are directed to gesture unit 20(col. 9, lines 29-34), which is 
used to recognize certain finger gestures performed by a user on sensing plane 10. Gillespie elaborates the gesture unit 20 in tenms of 
determining whether a drag gesture is continuing or is being ended and a new finger action begun by comparing the lift-off finger position 
and the touchdown finger position (Fig. 1 (20), Fig. 14 (280. 286) and col. 36, lines 56-65). Thus it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize Gillespie's gesture unit (20) as configured in Fig. 1 notably with an 
arithmetic unit (16) for the purpose of quantifying the movement of a finger on the sensing plane (10) as taught Gillespie (see Fig. 14 and 
Fig. 20). Hence a claim limitation reciting as "movement data based on a comparison of successively generated sets of pixel values" is 
taught by the above teaching, and note that the claim limitation could be interpreted in the broadest possible manner. 
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
